The entries of Keajvrs and Mowers by far 
exceed those made on any previous occasion, either in tm* 
cotiutrv or in Europe, having already reached the unusual 
number of eighty waehiiifH, and there seems every prob- 
ability of further additions.

The Board of Judges will meet for organization at the 
Globe Hotel, on Monday, the 13th of July, at au hour to 
be announced in handbills. The Vies Presidents and Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Society will report themselves 
ou their arrival at Syracuse, at the President's head-quar- 
ters, at the Voorb.ee* House. 

A tent will We provided for editors and reporters 
of the press, and a messenger will he at their dis- 
MmI to convey letters and dispatcher to the post- 
office and telegraph lines. The Society have deci- 
ded to offer their large bronze medal for the best 
report of the proceedings during the trial. 

His Excellency, Gov. King, will be present on 
the ^^(asioti. as also distinguished guests from 
abroad; and the Executive Committee of the New 
York State Agricultural Society, pursuant to ad- 
journment, w ill hold their next meeting at Syra- 
cuse, simultaneously with the trial. 

Fav orable arrangements will probably be made 
for the transportation of machines over the various 
railroads. 

The business office of the Society will be located 
at the Fair (I rounds of the Onondaga County Agri- 
cultural Society. Contributors, on arriving in town, 
will l»e met by the lieception Committee, at the 
Glotse Hotel, and directed to the grounds. The 
gmiu o'ifciiing ceremonies, addresses, and procession 
of all the implements on exhibition will take place 
on Tuesday, July 14th, upon the Fair Grounds. The 
President's headquarters will be at the Voorhees 
House; Gov. King and the officers of the New 
York State Agricultural Society at the Syracuse I country 
House; the Board of Judges at the Globe and St. j storms 
Charles Hotels; and the remaining officers and guesU 
of the Society at the various Hotels of the city. 

There will Le no regular banquet provided on the 
ground, but a collation will lie furnished daily and 
sent to the field for the officers, judges, and guests. 
A committee were appointed to receive editors and 
reporters from abroad. 

This will l»e one of the most important exhibitions 
to the whole agricultural community that has ever 
taken place. We hope that as many of our farmers 
as can posribly make it convenient will be in atten- 
dance.

Ot'R Citizens Abroad. — It has long lieen known 
that our fellow-citizens, Messrs. H. D. Newcomb 
& Co., formed the very life and spirit of the flour- 
ishing town of Cannellton, Indiana. They arc now 
engaged in still other improvements looking to the 
prosperity of that town — building a railroad bridge 
from the Cavender aeross to the Sulphur Hill spring, 
five hundred and eighty feet long, sixty feet high, 
and eight broad. The tunnel through the Cavender 
hill will be nine hundred feet in length. Cars load- 
ed in the Sulphur Spring hill will be drawn by 
small mules across the bridge and through the tun- 
nel, and the coal will be thence talJen on the larger 
cars by gravitation down the present railroad, a mile 
and ti quarter to the river. 

There has never been a time when so much coal 
has been sold at that point as during the past season. 
Four mines at Hawesville and three at Cannellton 
have .been constantly worked since the oj>ening of 
navigation in January, aim the daily stiles of coal 
must have averaged at least twelve thousand bush 
els, often reaching seventeen thousand, and yet the 
supply lias not kept pace with the demand. New- 
comb & Co. have been regularly getting out five 
thousand five hundred bushels jier diem, and they 
are now making arrangements to continue their rail- 
road so as to very much increase their means of sup- 
ply during the next season. Within the next two 
years this concern will be able to mine more than 
twelve thousand bushels per day, and they will sell 
all they can deliver.

The latter went after reinforcements, and in a very 
short time returned armed with clubs, knives, and 
other weapons, and vigorously reuewed the attack. 
The greater part of the Germans had left the ground 
after the first collision, and those few that were left 
received very severe treatment. 

One of the Irishmen was carried off the place of 
battle very severely wounded, and three others of 
the same "party were carried away by their friends 
also badlv hurt.

Three of the largest firms in the trade, two of 
whom had, at one time, amassed handsome fortunes, 
have recently been forced to succumb to the pressure 
of the times. I allude to Sutton & Co., who have 
since settled with their customers, by paying a small 
per centage^ — Bingham & Reynolds and W. C. An- 
nan & Co. The joint liabilities of these firms could 
not have been much below $600,000 or $800,000. 

Several other parties who were pioneers in the 
California trade, managed to get out of the hwfatBi 
within the past eighteen months, just in time to 
save themselves from insolvency. One of them 
("James Smith & Son) has just informed me that, 
during the last year they were in the trade, their 
losses reached $40,000, but they managed to save 
something wherewith to "rock gently the cradle of 
declining life." 

During the week there has been quite a large bu- 
siness in sugar freights, 3.500 hhds Cuba having 
been taken at 10@17s 6d to London; 7s 6d to Liver- 
pool, aud 20s to Bremen by steamer. There has 
also been some 30@40,000 bush grain taken to Liv- 
erpool at 2.^Y<r2 l i<l in bulk and bags — which is 
equivalent to buying ballast. The chartering busi- 
ness has been niainly for Deals at about previous 
rates. 

Death of Cait. Drayton. — Capt. Dan'l Drayton, 
famous as the captain of the schooner Pearl, in the 
kidnapping expedition of 1843, committed suicide at 
New Bedford, Mass., on Thursday last, by taking 
laudanum. He had also severed arteries in both 
legs. The Standard publishes the following obitu- 
ary notice: 

He started from Washington, and got just mtom t 
the mouth of the Potomac, when he was captured, 
and taken back, with all his unhappy passengers. 
He was convicted and sentenced to be imprisoned 
for twenty vears, upon two indictments. He lay in 
Washington jail four years and four months, and was 
pardoned out bv President Fillmore, in 1852. 

Since his release Capt. Drayton has traveled in 
the free States, selling his personal narrative, and 
other and slavery works. He was a native of New 
Jersev, born in 1802, was a meml>er of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and leaves a widow and several 
children.

3. Desiccated vegetables may be issued once per 
week in lieu of beans or rice; and, should a tenden- 
cy to scurvy appear among the troops, the com- 
manding officer may, by advice of the medical offi- 
cer, direct their more frequent use.

You will learn from other sources liefore this 
reaches you that Gen. Crabh and his company, who 
lately went into Sonora for the purpose of revolu- 
tionizing, were all brutally murdered. A company 
of twenty -six, which was raised in this place forthe 
purpose of aiding Crabh, narrowly escaped being lit- 
erally cut to pieces. They encountered the enemy 
near'Cavorca, 300 strong, and cut their way out with 
the loss of four killed and three wounded. They 
returned to this place in a most destitute condition, 
having walked over 150 miles without food other 
than wild herbs found in the deserts, and but little 
water. 

There is great speculation here at present as to the 
point for the location of the post fer the quartering 
of these troops, but the knowing ones say that they 
will go into quarters near Yueson, some 40 miles 
north of this. 

This is a beautiful valley for farming, were it not 
that you have your land to irrigate, as we have no 
rain here at any other season than fall.

To sum up all that I have to say about this coun- 
try in one word, 1 would say it is the liest country in 
the world. It is healthy, "a good stock country, a 
good farming country, a jjood miuiug country, a good 
country for speculation, and, after returning once 
more to old Kentucky, w Inch will be next fall or 
w inter, I shall return Again to this place, believing 
it to be a good countrv for a broken man.

TilV: 8ms Mam MU Trim, &v. — It has been re- 
cently stated that parties of experience are making 
arrangements to extend the manufacture of silk in 
the United States, under the auspices of the new 
tariff. It is conhdentlv asserted that the more cost- 
ly stvles of silk dress goods can lie produced here at 
a faif profit. The bandloom used by the French 
weavers might give employment to vast numbeis of 
women in our large cities at more remunerative 
rates than have heretofore lieen paid for sewing. It 
will probably prove a fortunate thing that the intro- 
duction of sewing machines is likely to relieve thou- 
sands of females w ho have earned only a scanty 
subsistence by the needle. In a little time oppor- 
tunity will no doubt lie afforded them to engage in 
more' profitable avocations. Under the lead of pro- 
per skill and intelligence, there is no doubt that the 
production of raw silk and silk manufactured goods 
might lie made profitable, and afford employment to 
great numbers of people, particularly women and 
children. 

When the manufacture of goods is once estab- 
lished, we shall no doubt lind a full supply of do- 
mestic raw silk gradually come up; but u steady de- 
mand and sure home market for the raw material 
must first be established liefore its production will be 
undertaken. The same remark is true of wool, and 
it is a very simple and self-evident proposition, 
though a great many people are really so dull (if 
indeed it be not inerel V a pretence), as to profess not 
to understand ths matter. 

The profits in the jobbing and retail dry goods 
trade are much larger on imported high cost goods 
than on any other article, and this is good encou- 
ragement for entering into the manufacture of these 
goods at home. In embarking in this business, 
however, one precaution is all important. For all 
fanev and high cost articles to secure a profit, the 
market not must lie too freely supplied. It is the lim- 
ited quantity of certain stvles and descriptions of for- 
eign goods which make the profits, and not the su- 
perioritv of the article either in beauty or durabil- 
ity. This is a fact w hich domestic manufacturers 
of other and cheaper goods would do well to liear in 
mind, and avoid overloading the market with any 
particular style. If profit is desirable, the style of 
goods must not be made too common in the market, 
but the quantity must be limited, so that it is made a 
rarity and luxury for which wealth and fashion are 
always ready to pay a round profit. 

Attention to this is absolutely necessarv in high 
cost goods like silks, line woolehs,^and dress

1 1 umboldt Times says that Wild Cat, a Cay use chief, 
had made demonstrations against the white settle- 
ments in that \ icinity, threatening that whatever 
they sowed they would not live to reap. Colonel 
Wright, to secure Wild Cat and prevent a further 
spread of disaffection among the Indians, sent Lieut. 
Switzer, with a party of United States dragoons, to 
arrest mm, w hsn Wild Cat gathered together an In- 
dian hand and made fight, In which three dragoons 
were killed, and some twenty Indians also. The 
Indians captured from four to six government wagons 
containing supplies for the United States troops, 
while iu transit from the mouth of Walla Walla 
river to Fort Walla Walla, and killed eight or ten 
men who were employed as teamsters, «5cc, in trans- 
porting these supplies. Lieut. Switzer and party, it 
is further rumored, were obliged to retreat SB WaJsi 
Walla. The above is an Indian report. Colonel 
Wright had despatched Pearson, the famous ex- 
pressman, to ascertain the real truth of this matter, 
but up to latest dates Mr. Pearson had not returned 
from his mission. 

Messrs. Friendly & Sellers, of Oregon city, re- 
ceived yesterday one hundred and sixty-six ounces 
of gold dust direct from Colville mines." This house 
alone have purchased four hundred ounces of gold 
dust from Colville within the last two months. We 
learn that men who work can easily make one dol- 
lar per hour with the common rocker. 

Governor Isaac I. Stevens has been nominated 
as a candidate for delegate to Congress bv the Dem- 
ocratic convention of Washington Territorv. On 
the first ballot he received fifty of the sixty votes 
cast, and was subsequently declared unanimously 
the nominee. Gen. Lune lias been nominated for the 
same jiosition by the Democrats of Oregon. 

Utah. — The Sacramento Union has received 
dates from Salt Lake to the 26th of April, twentv- 
four days later than last advices. 

The dissent ions among the Mormons had come to 
an issue. Three hundred of those who had become 
disgusted with the rule of Brighum Young, who go 
there by the appellation of "Apostates," had left lor 
the Atlantic States. Two of the Apostates had also 
arrived in Carson Vallev, having run away from 
Salt Lake on the 6th of April, and swam Bear river, 
near by, to make good their escape. They tell some 
hard stories about the condition of the Saints. Ac- 
cording to their accounts there are six thousand 
ApoataSM at Great Salt Lake, who are in constant 
fear of a band of bravados employed by Brigham 
Young, known as the "Destroying Angeis." They 
say that dead liodies are constantly found about that 
place, and while the Mormons attribute their murder 
to Indians, the Apostates believe they are murdered 
by the "Destroying Angels." They also represent 
that the leading Mormons preach openly against per- 
mitting any women or children to leave there. 

Kempton's party was accompanied the first day as 
far out as Bear river by President Brigham Yoiing. 
On the 26th of April hie left them for the North, in- 
tending to go by Fort Hall to Salmon river, in Ore- 
gon territorv. His object was to look out for a new 
station in that country. Whether he was preparing 
to remove there himself or not was not known.

UmNNbYGbMPUi — This vener- 
able statesman, who has left a prominent mark in the 
past history of the republic, died in Columbia, South 
Carolina, on Tuesday night last.

AN ORDINANCE 
To provide for the levy and collection of the water 
tax for the year e'nding Match 9th, 1857. 

Sec. 1. Be it ordained that a tax of ten cents on 
each one hundred dollars' worth of real and per- 
sonal estate and slaves in the city of Louisville is 
herebv levied for the year endiny "Murch 9th, 1858. 

L the aforesaid tax shall lie collected and ac- 
counted for by the collectors of city taxes for the 
year ending March 9th, 1857, as aforesaid, at the 
times and under the same rules, regulations, and 
penalties as are prescribed for the collection of city 
taxes by an ordinance entitled "an ordinance regu- 
lating the collection of city taxes for the year end- 
ing March 9th, 1857, prescriliint; the duties of col- 
lectors and fixing their compensation. 

3. The aforesaid tax is hereliv dedicated and set 
apart to Mf the interest upon the lwnds issued bv 
the city of Louisville to the Louisville Water Com- 
pany. 

4. Each of said collectors shall receive ns com- 
pensation for his services two per cent on the amount 
collected and paid over by him into the city treasu- 
ry; provided, that the compensation of either of 
said collectors, for the collection of all the taxes for 
the year euding as aforesaid placed in their han.is 
for collection, shall not in Urjr event exceed fifteen 
hundred dollars. 

ft. 1'he proceeds of said tax when paid into the 
treasury shall h> whtggl to the order of the Com- 
missioners of the Sinking Fund, and shall be applied 
bv them to the pavinent of the interest aforesaid.
